Further increase the 
rates relief for small 
businesses and introduce 
a new relief system for 
medium businesses 

Devolve the operation 
and setting of local 
business rates to London’s 
government so they better 
suit the challenges of 
the capital. 

Hackney, where the 
‘rateable value’ of some 
premises has more than 
doubled, is the most 
severely affected borough in 
London. It has an average 
rateable value increase of 
46 per cent - five times 
the average in England. 
Thousands of businesses in 
the borough are expected 
to face bills which are 
thousands of pounds higher 
than they pay now. 

At the highest end, more 
than 370 businesses in the 
borough could face a rise 
in their rates of between 


£10,000 and £100,000 
in April, with over 30 
looking at an even greater 
hike. They could then face 
similar rises each year until 
2021 / 22 . 

The situation is made 
worse by the fact that many 
businesses which previously 
qualified for small business 
rates relief will no longer 
be eligible because their 
property value has risen 
so much. 

Mayor Glanville said: 

“As these thousands of 
signatures attest, it is simply 
not right that thousands of 
businesses could be priced 
out of their communities - 
regardless of their history, 
what they sell, who they 
serve - simply by virtue of 
their postcode, just because 
the bricks and mortar 
around them has doubled 
in price.

A DELEGATION 
of politicians 
and independent 
traders handed in 
a 10,562-strong petition 
to Downing Street, calling 
on the Government to 
provide more support for 
businesses facing huge rate 
hikes next month. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville, was 
joined by Meg Hillier, 

MP for Hackney South 
and Shoreditch; John 
Biggs, Mayor of Tower 
Hamlets; and East End 
business owners Paul 
Gardner (Gardners’ Bags), 
Len Maloney (JC Motors) 
and Sarah Haque (Urban 
Species) on 7 March. 

The petition was 
launched last month by 
the East End Trades Guild 
and Hackney Council, 
and supported by Tower 
Hamlets Council. It 
calls on Prime Minister 
Theresa May and other 
Government ministers to 
halt the implementation of 
new property valuations, 
on which business rates 
are based, until they have 
committed to: 


clusters across London 
are at real risk of sliding 
into stagnation, forcing 
relocation instead of 
expansion, and replacing 
job creation with 
unemployment and 
empty buildings. 

“Businesses across the 
country have made it clear 
to Government that its 
current proposals have not 
been thought through.” 

Meg Hillier MP added: 
“Small businesses are 
the lifeblood of our 
communities, but hundreds 
of Hackney’s small and 
independent shops will be 
put at risk of closure by 
the Government’s plans 
to hike business rates. The 
Prime Minister and the 
Chancellor must listen and 
work with businesses.” 

The day after the 
petition was handed in, 
the Chancellor announced 
extra measures to support 
small businesses in his 
Budget, and committed to 
reforming the system. 

The details and potential 
impact on Hackney’s 
businesses are yet to be 
made clear.

W HEN my 

grandfather 
came to the UK 
from Jamaica he 
was 19, alone, with a single 
bag and pair of three- 
quarter length trousers,” 
says Nadine Knight. 

“He was aboard the 
SS Conti Biancamano for 
three weeks. People’s hair 
began to get too long, and 
that’s how he first became 
a barber,” she adds. Ugent 
Robert Knight was still to 
be found cutting hair at the 
age of 83, but by then he 
was far from alone. 

He had three children, 
nine grandchildren and 
six great grandchildren. 

He was a well-known and 
well-respected figure, not 
only throughout Hackney 
but far further afield too. 

“When Marvin Gaye 
and Mohammed Ali visited 
London, granddad would 
be called to their hotels to 


cut their hair. He cut the 
hair of loads of famous 
soul singers. But he never 
boasted about it, we just 
saw the photos of them 
all framed in his 
house,’’says Nadine. 

Born in Jamaica in 1929, 
Ugent trained as a sheep 
shearer before taking a 
ship to the UK. In London, 
he shared a flat with three 
other young men, at a rate 
of three shillings a week. 

He found a job in a factory 
and began cutting hair in 
his then house in Hackney. 

Nadine explains: “Afro 
Caribbean barbers were 
few and far between. It was 
back when signs stating ‘no 
blacks, no Irish, no dogs’ 
were a common sight. 

“Ugent made friends 
in the Orthodox Jewish 
community. They taught 
him how to get into 
property. And he saved his 
pennies till he could afford 


his own barber shop, on 
Sandringham Road.” 

Ugent’s business went 
from strength to strength, 
‘even though he was never 
taught to read’. 

“But the man knew 
figures. You couldn’t 
rob him of 50p!” laughs 
Nadine. He was also famed 
for his sharp dressing in the 
mod style or ‘a 70s look’. 

Life, however, was not 
always kind. Ten years 
after bringing his wife from 
Jamaica to join him, she 
passed away, leaving Ugent 
with two young children. 

“My mum was very 
young when her mum died, 


and though he married 
again, twice, he was 
always the primary carer,” 
says Nadine. 

Ugent was also a father 
figure to many in the Afro 
Caribbean community. 

Nadine says: “He 
survived so many 
challenges with so much 
determination and good 
spirit. He gave so many 
people their first starts 
in his shop.” 

Ugent Robert Knight 
died on 16 February 
of lung cancer. He passed 
away surrounded 
by his family at St 
Joseph’s Hospice. 


Call for fairer police funding 


THE Council is calling on the Government to halt 
further cuts to London’s police budgets, which could 
jeopardise Hackney’s great policing record. 

Since 2010, the Met has had to make £1 billion in cuts. 
Further funding cuts are expected to be announced in 
March, as the Home Office is set to change the way 
the overall policing budget is divided. This could 
mean an additional £1.7billion is cut from police 
budgets in the capital. 

Hackney has been the hardest hit since the Government 
started to cut police budgets, going from 770 officers 
in 2010, to 578 in January this year - a drop of 24.9 
per cent. Total crime in the borough has gone up 6.4 
per cent over the last 12 months after many years 
of decline. A similar picture is being seen across the 
capital, with London-wide total crime rising by 3.5 per 
cent. There has also been an increase in certain types 
of crime, particularly those related to violence and 
theft, which have started to increase after long years of 
decline. Burglary is now up 8.9 per cent, and violence 
against the person is up 5.5 per cent. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, has written to Home 
Office Minister Amber Rudd, highlighting Hackney’s 
concerns over further police budget cuts, and 
requesting a fair funding deal for London. 

Cllr Caroline Selman, Cabinet Member for Community 

Safety and 
Enforcement, said: 
“Investment, not 
further reduction 
in funding, is 
needed to ensure 
a low crime future 
for London and 
Hackney. 

“We need to cut 
crime and 
this will not be 
done by cutting 
the Metropolitan 
Police Service 


even further.”

Some of the main points for 
discussion include relocating 
Clapton Bus Garage to create new workspace, 
retail space and homes, and creating new pedestrian 
routes. Other proposals include redeveloping the Tesco 
site; expanding the public square in the Narrow Way and 
improving Hackney Central Overground station.

B E bold for change 
and help turn the 
tide on gender 
inequality, that was 
the message to Hackney 
girls on International 
Women’s Day. 

To mark the event, the 
Council brought together 
over 80 girls from across 
the borough to meet with 
27 inspiring and successful 
women, to galvanise, 
empower and inspire 
the younger generation 
and show them they could, 
and should, make it in a 
man’s world. 

They learnt that across 
the globe, women face an 
uphill struggle for gender 
equality, whether in regard 
to pay, education, access to 
healthcare or safety. 

In Britain today, only 29 
per cent of parliamentarians 
are women, and just 
seven of the FTSE 100 
top companies are led by 
women. But they also 
heard they could be the 
agents for change. 

“You have the potential 
to be even more than us, so 
please go there.” 

That was the message 
from Spacecraft Engineer 
Luke Lucas, the only 
woman in her department 
at the European Space 
Agency, who was on a 
panel at the Inspiring 
Young Women event on 


8 March, alongside five 
others: Deputy Mayor 
of Hackney, Anntoinette 
Bramble; A&E doctor 
Ronke Ikharia; DJ 
Anne Frankenstein; and 
entrepreneur Nefateri 
Asantewa. The women 
got the audience thinking 
- and laughing - with 
presentations on their lives 
and work. 

Nefateri, an award¬ 
winning entrepreneur and 
mother-of-five, said: “I am 
here today to hopefully 
empower and inspire the 
young girls growing up 
in Hackney. International 
Women’s Day is a 
wonderful opportunity to 
come together and celebrate 
our greatness.” 

At the event, students 
from Urswick, Our Lady’s, 
Clapton Girls, Skinners 
and Storemont schools 
were also able to speak to 
the 27 women in smaller 
discussion groups at the 
event in Young Hackney’s 
Forest Road Youth Hub. 

The speakers gave 
valuable insights into their 
chosen career paths, talking 
about their experiences, 
successes and failures. 


Gabriella Gretkowska, 
a Year 10 pupil at Petchey 
Academy, said: “The 
women showed resilience 
and you can do it and 
you can be successful. No 
matter how hard things 
might be in the future, I can 
be who I want to be.” 

The event, in partnership 
with the national Inspiring 
Women Campaign, aimed 
to encourage the borough’s 
younger women to 
broaden their horizons and 
aspirations, smash glass 
ceilings, and think outside 
the career box.

Capturing all mankind 

How street life in Dalston in the 1980s inspired a New York fashion photographer 


I N THE spring of 1974, 
I moved to Dalston,” 
says Andrew Holligan. 
Up until then, the 
British photographer 
had been living in 
New York, immersed 
in the glamorous, 
fast-paced world of 


fashion photography. 

“It was time for a 
change,” he explains. And 
a change it proved to be. 

An old friend offered 
him a crumbling flat 
above a bookmaker’s, just 
around the corner from 
Ridley Road Market.

Britain was different back 
then, Holligan explains. 
Margaret Thatcher was in 


power, the miners’ strike 
had just begun, Rambo 
and Mr T were the action 


heroes, while on the 
street, the anti-apartheid 
movement was gaining 
momentum and the BNP 
had newly formed. Amid 
all this social upheaval: 
“Dalston felt like the back 
of beyond,” he says. 

Looking for work in 


fashion and editorial 
photography, the young 
Holligan spent a lot of 
time staring out of his 
kitchen window at this 
unfamiliar world, waiting, 
he says ‘for the phone to 
ring and feeling frustrated 
by lack of work’.

Often he captured ‘this 
bloke from the Eastern 
Bloc, tinkering under the 


bonnet of an old Mini’. 

Once, startlingly, he 
looked down to see Prince 
Philip, on an official visit 
to the Boys’ Club opposite, 
“I grabbed my camera 
and dashed downstairs, 


and before he disappeared, 
I got a shot of him waving 
to a group of Dalston 
ladies,” says Holligan. 

Unbeknown to him, 
this chance sighting was 
to change the direction 
of his work. 

He explains: “Royalty 
might have got me out 
onto the street, but it was 
those smirking faces that 
inspired me.” 

And so a photographer 
more used to capturing 
glossy images of 
luxurious perfection, 
began taking an old 
1950s Rolleiflex 
camera out onto the 
streets of Dalston, 
searching for more of 
the neighbourhood’s 
irreverent characters. 
Forty years later, their 
faces stare out from a new 
book, ‘Dalston in the 80s’, 
published by Hoxton 
Mini Press this month. 

Flick through the book’s 
pages and you will find 
black-and-white images 



of old men celebrating a 
win outside the bookie’s; 
little girls clutching 
Cabbage Patch dolls; 
and ‘the one and only 
Rupie Edwards, whose 
record stall at the market 
filled the air with sweet 


reggae tunes’. 

These images also 


capture a society 
teetering on the brink 
of change: crumbling 
windows are pasted 
with protest posters, 
graffiti artlessly 
scribbled over a canal 


bridge reads: ‘Act 
now support the 
British National 


neighbourhood perfectly, 
in one historic moment 
of time. 

A place where, he says: 
“It took just one small 
step to meet mankind in 
all its forms.”

Life began taking off in a 
big way, I stepped back.”

Sophie 
found herself working from 
Downing Street one day a 
week, having one-on-one 
meetings with the Prime 
Minister and being, as she 
describes it, ‘right at the 
heart of the action’. 

“It was fun,” she says. 
Adding: “But there came 
a point when I realised 
that you can have a fancy 
job and a big pay packet, 
yet not make that much 
difference. The people 
who are making a real 
impact are usually the 
people plugging away in 
the community, under 
the radar.” 

Today, having founded 
and sold yet another 
company called The 
Department Store for the 
Mind, Sophie is spending 
most of her time teaching 
a post-graduate course 
in social innovation. From 
its Dalston headquarters, 
Year Here helps ambitious 
graduates develop solutions 
to some of society’s 
biggest problems. 

Sophie says: “I’m helping 
them develop their ideas, 
and develop the strength of 
character to keep engaging 
in these social problems, 
despite all the challenges 
they will encounter. Is 
each of us going to change 
the world? Probably not. 
But it’s important to 
keep trying.”

I ’VE always been 
interested in the 
question of how to 
contribute positively 
to the world,” says Sophie 
Howarth. Adding: “Pve 
just tried a lot of different 
methods of doing that.” 

The London Fields 
resident has a bewilderingly 
busy CV. Co-founder 
of the School of Life; 
Curator of Public 
Programmes at the Tate; 
advisor to David Cameron 
on social action... 

“But actually, I was 
meant to be a doctor,” says 
Sophie. Adding: “It seemed 
like such a good way to be 
of service to the world, so I 
went to university intent on 
studying it. Two years in, 
though, I was so unhappy 
and stressed I was more 
of a burden to the health 
service than a help to it.” 

The sudden collapse 
of a lifelong ambition 
must have been 
frightening, surely? 

Sophie reveals: “Actually, 
I feel quite lucky that it 
happened to me so early in 
life. It made me realise that 
looking after yourself is a 
really important part 
of being useful to the 
world. It also made me 
ask myself: what really 
makes me happy?” 

The answer, it seemed, 
was creativity. So, Sophie 
went to work at the Tate 
as a curator. 

“It was the late 1990s 
and things were really 
exciting. We were about 
to open Tate Modern. 

I loved working there, 
but I got more and 
more interested in adult 
education,” she says. 

Adult learning 
programmes seemed to 
have a narrowly academic 
or professional focus, 
however, and Sophie 
was interested in a more 
holistic approach. 

“So I opened a school 
for myself,” she says. 

The result was The 
School of Life, a bookshop 
and events space devoted

to developing 
emotional intelligence. 

“It started as a mad 
idea that three of us 
were working on in my 
bedroom, and then a 
year later, we got a shop 
on Marchmont Street,” 
explains Sophie.

Soon, however, 
they added a bookshop. 

Therapy sessions were 


introduced (including 
bibliotherapy in which 
a reading list of books 
are prescribed to address 
individuals’ concerns 
or dreams). 

They began offering 
more public events, 
developed training for big 
businesses... and Sophie 
began to feel restless.

Hitoshi Shimamura, 
who heads up Tokyo 
Play, said: “We recently 
started a similar idea called 
Playbourhood Street Tokyo, 
and wanted to see how 
things are done in Hackney. 

“In Tokyo, community 
groups and residents are 
making it happen. We even 
have volunteers from the 
Fire Agency hosing the kids 
down when it gets too hot!” 


Here in Hackney, 
residents can apply to shut 
a road for a few hours, once 
or twice a month, to allow 
children to play out more 
safely, and so that adults 
can socialise too. 

There are now 40 Play 
Streets in Hackney. Last 
year, over 200 sessions, 
involving around 1,400 
children, were held in 
the borough. 


The Council funds 
Hackney Play Association, 
a local charity, to provide 
free support for residents, 
schools and community 
organisations to get 
involved. Seven schools, a 
children’s centre, a homeless 
families centre and a church 
have also taken part. 

Mum-of-two Vanessa 
Linehan, who has 
volunteered to run sessions 
in her street for over 
four years, said: “It was 
wonderful to hear about 
what’s happening in Tokyo 
and to know that we are 
part of a much bigger, 
worldwide movement. 


“The play outs are loads 
of fun, and what’s amazing 
is the way they connect 
people up and create a 
friendlier atmosphere. 
People help one another out 
more and stop to chat in 
the street, and the children 
have lots of local friends and 
knock for each other.”

F rom photos of 
lesbian beauty 
contests in the 1980s 
to anti-homophobia 
hip-hop postcards, 
Hackney Museum’s 
artefacts were used to 
help young people learn 
more about the borough’s 
fascinating Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender, 
Queer, Intersex plus 
(LGBTQI+) history. 

Pupils from The Urswick 
School visited Hackney 
Empire, on 2 March, for 
a day of history-inspired 
drama workshops, as part of 
the Council’s LGBT History 
Month celebrations. 

Alfie Goodchild, 12, said: 
“I’ve learnt that everyone is 


equal and unique, and it’s 
not just about sexuality, it’s 
also about respecting and 
accepting other people’s 
religion and race.” 

The students created 
short performances 
and explored themes in 
the LGBTQI+ archive 
materials. One discussion 
involved material relating 
to homophobia, hip hop, 
terminology and labelling.

T HE Council is 

backing a national 
campaign 
to encourage 
residents to walk briskly 
for at least 10 minutes a 
day, every day. 

Research from Public 
Health England has 
revealed that around 60 per 
cent of middle aged adults 
have not walked for 10 or 
more consecutive minutes 
in the last month, which is a 
serious health risk. 

The Council aims to 
combat these statistics 
by encouraging residents 
to start walking briskly 


around the borough. 
Walking faster than normal, 
at a pace that increases 
the heart rate, for at least 
10 minutes a day 
is one of the easiest ways 
to improve health. 

A new ‘Active 10’ 
app from Public Health 
England, which launches 
this month and can be 
downloaded from the Apple 
or Google Play Store, lets 
people know when they are 
walking at the right pace. 

Regular walking helps 
with sleep, improves mood 
and reduces the risk of 
developing serious long¬ 


term health conditions 
such as diabetes. 

Encouraging more 
people to walk also helps 
to cut air pollution by 
reducing the number of 
short car journeys, which 
are damaging for the 
environment. Walking 
can also be quicker than 
driving or waiting for public 
transport, costs nothing and 
is a great way to unwind. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Devolution, said: “If public 
transport is necessary, why 
not get off a stop or two 


early and walk briskly the 
rest of the way? 

“You could invite family 
and friends to walk with 
you, join one of the many 
free walking clubs in the 
borough, or download a 
walking route map from 
our website and experience 
some of Hackney’s iconic 
sites, green spaces and 
award-winning parks.”

Former smoker Alex has new lease of life one year on from quitting 


A FORMER smoker 
is encouraging others 
to stub out their last 
cigarette, having saved 
around £3,000 since he 
quit a year ago. 

Giving up smoking 
also has lots of health 
benefits, from living 
longer to easier breathing, 
improved fertility and 
younger looking skin. 


Alex Tsokallis, 60, 
from Clapton, said: “I’ve 
smoked since the age of 
16. I felt breathless, I 
stank of cigarettes and 
I’ve had heart trouble, 
which I had to have an 
operation for. 

“My GP referred me 
to the Hackney Stop 
Smoking Service, and 
after attending sessions 


at my local library, I’ve 
been smoke free for a 
year now. 

“The service gave me 
a choice of medication, 
so I could find out what 
worked best for me, and 
plenty of hints and tips to 
fight the cravings. 

“Since I stopped 
smoking, I’ve saved 
around £3,000 which I’ve 


spent on going 
to restaurants and 
other activities. 

“I’m also a lot livelier 
now, I can taste food 
again and I’ve got the 
energy to do things that 
I couldn’t be bothered 
to do before. 

“The smell of cigarettes 
makes me feel sick... 
and this is coming from 


someone who used to 
love smoking. If you want 
to stop smoking you need 
the willpower to do it, 
but support is there when 
you need it.” 

With one-to-one 
support and stop smoking 
medication, a smoker is 
four times more likely 
to quit.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

Have your say on a late-night levy for premises serving alcohol 


HACKNEY police and the 
Council are asking 
residents and businesses 
what they think of 
proposals to introduce a 
late-night levy on premises 
serving alcohol between 
midnight and 6am. 

Hackney currently has 
399 premises licensed to 
sell alcohol between those 
hours. The Council wants 
to help support and sustain 
the borough’s nightlife, 
which has made a 
valuable contribution to 
wider cultural and 
economic growth. 

However, it has also had 
an impact on public 
services, with increased 
levels of anti-social 
behaviour, crime, noise 
nuisance and litter. 

The levy is expected to 
raise around £362,000 
per year, which would 


go towards the costs of 
managing the late-night 
economy, including a 
contribution towards the 
£l.4million cost of policing 
and community safety. The 
levy is set at a national level 
by the government, based 
on a premises’ rateable 
value. In Hackney, that 
would vary from £299 to 
£1,259 per year. 

Around 40 businesses 
already take part in a 
voluntary scheme, raising 


around £56,000 per year. 

The voluntary levy has 
helped to fund additional 
patrols by community 
safety wardens on Friday 
and Saturday nights in 
Dalston and Shoreditch. 

It has been well-received 
by residents and pivotal 
in addressing anti-social 
behaviour.

Introduction from the Mayor of Hackney 


T he 2017/18 budget is the 
first I have set as Mayor of 
Hackney. It’s been a huge 
challenge to balance the books, 
but I remain optimistic and 
ambitious for the future of our 
borough. 

By now, everyone knows about the cuts 
that have been imposed on councils by 
the Government. Over the last seven years, 
Hackney has been one of the hardest hit 
areas. To put this into context, in 2010/11 
we received £310m in government 
grants. This year we’ll receive £189m, and 
by 2019/20, we estimate it will be just 
£171m. 

These sorts of cuts to our budget can’t be 
filled by slicing services here and there; it’s 
required us to work differently, to work with 
less and to be innovative. It’s also meant 
that we’ve had to make some tough 
decisions to preserve frontline services and 
protect the most vulnerable. 

Until last year, we had frozen Council 
Tax for over a decade. This saved band 
D tax payers around £1,900. The cost of 
living in London is a challenge for many of 
our residents, and we are still committed 
to keeping Council Tax as low as we can. 
However, we need to strike the balance 
between that and protecting the services 
that local people value and rely on, which is 
why your Council Tax bill has increased by 
three per cent this year. 

The increase will, on average, cost us all 
less than 60p a week but will raise an extra 
£2m a year which, in the current climate, 
will be a vital contribution towards key 
services. Two per cent of that is the extra 
amount the Government is allowing us 
to raise to go towards the costs of social 
care for older and disabled people. One per 
cent will go towards other council services, 
which you can find out more about over 
the page. We are planning similar rises in 
2018/19 and 2019/20, though this will be 
reviewed each year and will be subject to 
any decisions central government make 
about ourfunding. 

Looking after vulnerable 
residents 

Managing such severe and relentless 
cuts while ensuring we can not only look 
after vulnerable children, disabled adults 
and our older residents but also make 
sure that Hackney is clean, green and a 
great place to live has been tough, but 
maintaining the frontline services residents 
value most continues to be our priority. 

One of the key challenges Hackney 
is facing include adult social care. Last 



year these important services cost 
£95m. The cost of providing temporary 
accommodation for homeless families 
is ever increasing, and last year the bill 
was around £35m - £6 million of which is 
borne by the Council. Our children’s social 
care bill is also growing, particularly as we 
continue to rely on private foster carers 
due to a shortage of in-house carers. 

Protecting key services 

Unlike some councils, we have not- 
and will not-close our libraries, children’s 
centres, museum oryouth centres. I’m 
often asked how we’re able to keep-and 
invest in - services like these, and it’s 
not a simple answer. Where possible we 
have found the savings we need to make 
through income generation, through 
efficiencies and reducing the costs of 
management and delivery of services. 

For example, we’ve closed our cashiers’ 
office, to encourage residents to use our 
online or self-service machines to pay for 
things like rent, parking fines and Council 
Tax. Elsewhere, by bringing our housing 
service back in-house, and integrating 
the teams that clean council estates with 
the teams that clean streets, we have 
saved £890,000 a year, keeping charges 
low and improving services for our 
leaseholders and 23,000 tenants. 


We have had to make changes to the 
way some services are commissioned and 
delivered, such as our housing support 
service, which provides assistance to 
tenants with mental health problems 
and those in temporary accommodation. 
Across the Council, we will need to provide 
more services online or on the telephone, 
rather than face to face. We will need to 
start charging for some services, that up 
to now we have been able to provide for 
free. An example is Telecare, for which 
most councils have been charging for 
years. Our proposals will only affect those 
who do not receive a social care package 
from the Council, and I am committed to 
keeping charges low. However this alone 
will help to raise around £362,000 of the 
£611,000 cost of providing the service. 

We’re having to look for different ways 
to fund some of the essential facilities 
we need. For example, new schools, 
social housing and a replacement for 
the outdated Britannia Leisure Centre. 
We’re doing this by building and selling 
homes. Some people don’t always like 
this idea and don’t think that councils- 
especially those with a housing crisis like 
Hackney-should build private housing. 
But unfortunately, this is the only way to 
make sure we get these vital facilities. 

I know that some of these decisions 
will not be popular. But they are decisions 
we have had to take to protect those 
services we all value, such as our youth 
services, parks maintenance and street 
cleaning, as well as those which serve the 
most vulnerable, such as children’s social 
care, supporting our older and disabled 
residents and providing temporary 
accommodation for our homeless 
residents. 


Optimistic for the future 

I don’t want to lead a Council that 
just manages decline. We need to 
stay optimistic about the future of 
the borough and keep our aspirations 
and expectations high. There’s a lot 
to be proud about in Hackney. Over 
the page you ’ II find a snap shot of 
the programmes and services well 
be funding over the next 12 months 
and beyond. Some of these are vital 
services for those who need it most, 
and some improve the quality of 
life of residents across the borough. 
Others are services we all use and 
make the borough a wonderful place 
to live. As further changes arise, I’m 
committed to involving and engaging 
residents and service users with those 
changes, to listening to people’s ideas 
and to making the very best of what 
we have, for the benefit of everyone 
who lives here.
